Propagation Watch 

The last week has been a quiet one on the sun, thanks 
to Sunspot Region 6555 having rotated around the back of 
the sun. There are no lack of sunspots; there were 16 visible 
regions on the sun on April 7. However, all these regions 
were small, magnetically simple, and stable. 

The radiation associated with the many sunspots has 
kept solar flux relatively high, in the 190 range. Flux hasn’t 
dropped to the 150 range in some weeks, with the result 
that the 90-day mean solar flux is at 234. This steady, high: 
solar activity gives us high ionizations levels. This, combined 
with the shortening day in the Northern hemisphere, means 
that 20 meters (and 30 and 17 meters) stay open well into 
the night. 

Solar activity will increase over the next week or so, as 
the more active side of the sun rotates in our direction. The 
killer Region 6555 was dissipating as it rotated around the 
west limb on March 31. DXers hope that is doesn’t stage a . 
repeat performance when it returns around April 13. 

Look for a peak in solar activity around April 20, with a 
solar flux reading near 250. Activity will then drop, probably 
below 200, toward the end of April. In the absence of band- 
disrupting flares, conditions should be good to excellent on 
the higher bands during daylight hours, and on 40-17 meters 
in the evening, and into late night. Don’t forget to check 
the long path a few hours after local sunset on 10-15 
meters, and around local dawn on 40-18 meters. 
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FOC Jubilee 1991 

To commemorate the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of Samuel F.B. Morse, the First Class CW Operators’ Club 
(FOC) will hold a special Jubilee activity period for 
members and non-members alike, using CW throughout the 
world. It is not intended to be a pure contest, but more of a 
celebration of Morse code and its use in world-wide 
communication. 

It will commence on Saturday 27 April 1991, the 
actual anniversary date. Morse was 80 years old at the time 
of his death so the requirement (task) for FOC members is 
to work 40 European and 40 DX members in 40 days. Non- 
members should attempt to work as many FOC members as 
possible within the 40-day period. 

During the weekend of 27/28 April 1991, station 
G4FOC will be especially active, contacting Jubilee 
participants and other special event stations celebrating the 
birth of Samuel F.B. Morse.

Wednesday 5 June 1991. 

Frequencies and Mode: 1.8 MHz-28 MHz (except 
new bands), CW only. 

Eligible Entrants: All licensed operators.

e.g. 599 FOC, 599 GORP, 599 HSC. 

Scoring: Total number of QSOs. 

Logs: Use any convenient log sheets/log giving details 
of callsign, date, time, frequency and reports exchanged, 
together with club member details, if appropriate. 

Address for entries and closing date: Entries should 
reach Peter Miles G3KDB, POB 73, Lichfield, Staffs, 
England by July 5 1991. 

Awards: (a) For non-members of FOC, an engraved 
paddle to the station contracting the greatest number of 
FOC members within the 40-day period. (b) For members 
of FOC, a plaque to the station contacting the greatest 
member of non-members active in the Jubilee, and to the 
station completing the members’ task first.
